ask Congress for $7 billion for 
next year's poverty program in- 
stead of the “timid,” ‘wrist-tap- 
ping” sum of $1.75 billion sought 
by the Johnson Administration. 

Congressman Powell also that 
that Newark. might be among 
the worst of the expected urban 
centers of violence during a long 
hot summer.

In an opinion written by As- 
sociate Justice Haydn Proctor, 
the court noted that the state 
antidiscriminaion statutes in- 
clude swimming pools in the list 
of places of public accommoda- 
tion. 

Justice Proctor dismissed the 
club’s contention that it was ex- 
empt from the statutes because 
it was by its nature distinctly 
private. 

“An establishment which by 
advertising, or otherwise, ex- 
tends an invitation to the public 
generally is a place of public 
accommodation,” Justice Proctor 
wrote, “and cannot use race, 
creed or color as a basis for 
refusing to deal with those 
members of the public who have 
accepted the invitation.”
